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It is noted that no art is applied to claims 22-24. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 12-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicant does not clearly teach a product that "has not been frozen." 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kosikowski (Journal of Food 
Protection, Vol. 44, November 1 981 ). 

Kosikowski teaches a warm flavored yogurt with the claimed pH and a titratable 
acidity which corresponds to the claimed invention. The claimed Dornic acidity would 
be inherent and/or obvious to that of Kosikowski as the same product is made with the 
same pH (see entire document, especially Table 2). It is noted that prior to freezing the 
yogurt mix is a non-frozen product. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Speck et al (Cultured Dairy 
Products Journal, November 1983). 

Speck et al teach a warm flavored yogurt with the claimed pH and a titratable 
acidity which corresponds to the claimed invention. The claimed Dornic acidity would 
be inherent and/or obvious to that of Speck et al as the same product is made with the 
same pH (see entire document, especially Tables 1 and 5). It is noted that prior to 
freezing the yogurt mix is a non-frozen product. 

Claims 17-21 and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kosikowski in view of Henson et al. 

Kosikowski discloses a warm flavored yogurt with the claimed pH and a titratable 
acidity, which corresponds to the claimed invention. The claimed Dornic acidity would 
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be obvious to that of Kosikowski as the same product is made with the same pH (see 
entire document, especially Table 2). 

The claims differ as to the reduction of buffering capacity (e.g. reduction of 
mineral salt content). 

Henson et al disclose the production of a fermented product where mineral salts 
are remove^ from milk or other liquid protein-containing milk products by membrane 
filtration, where an improved protein/viscosity relationship and greater yields are 
obtained (see entire patent). 

It is noted that Lactobacillus sp., Lactococcus sp., and Bifidobacterium sp are 
notoriously well known lactic acid fermenting agents, and in the absence of a showing to 
the contrary the selection of bacterium is seen as no more than merely a matter of 
choice and well-within the skill of the art. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to use the treated milk of Henson et al in that of Kosikowski 
because the use of a mineral salt reduced milk provides for improved viscosity and 
greater yields in fermented dairy product production.
